challenge what today is a com- 
monplace,” he said. 

Strange Chain 

“Mr. Lesser finds an amazing 
chain of evidence that the Com- 
munist resolution he describes 
was published in November, 1946; 
that in March, 1947, I made my 
speech before the NCRAC from 
which he draws his quotations 
and that in 1948 Carey McWil- 
liams published his Mask for 
Privilege.” 

Continued the Congress offi- 
cial: “It so happens that the 
analysis of anti-Semitism I 
made before the NCRAC had- 
already been embodied in dif- 
ferent form in two articles of 
mine which appeared in 1941 
and 1942 ANTIOCH REVIEW 
and in the CONTEMPORARY 
JEWISH RECORD. 

“Mr. Lesser was one of the 
editors of the latter magazine at 
tha time. If my views are ‘Com- 
munist’ that fact obviously places 
Mr. Lesser in very great danger,” 
Petegorsky said. 

McWilliams Also Hits 

(McWilliams told The Post last 
week, in a reply to _ Lesser’s 
charges against his book on anti- 
Semitism that the Lesser article 
was “stupid” and that he was 
“appalled” that the MENORAH 

JOURNAL printed it.) 

Dr. Petegrosky’s proposals for 
a merger of like-minded groups, 
which appeared in the last two 
issues of the CONGRESS WEEK- 
LY, have already created con- 
siderable comment, 

He insisted, in The Post inter- 
view, that this was a real possi- 
bility. 

“The only thing that stands 
in the way are the prides and 
the vested interests of a hand- 
ful of leaders,’ he asserted. 
“While this may delay, it can- 
not forever hold up the inevif- 
able development of such a 
movement.” 

“As I go around the country, 
I find the rank and file are be- 
coming increasingly disgusted 
with the quarrels and intriques 
gong on among the leaders of the 
national Jewish organizations.

“That is the program to which 
the Congress has been dedicated 
since its inception and to the ful- 
fillment of which. we shall con- 
tinue to give leadership in the 
community.” 

The American Jewish Con- 
gres has tangled sharply and 
repeatedly with two other ma- 
jor Jewish defense groups— 
the AJCommittee and the ADL. 
Dr. Petegorsky commented 
freely on the fight. 

“There is enormous duplica- 
tion in Jewish civic defense, par- 
ticularly as between the Ameri- 
can Jewish Committee and the 
ADL,” he said. 

“We have repeatedly chal- 
lenged these groups to submit 
their programs, as we are ready 
to submit ours, to study by any 
group of impartial eexperts, 
both as to the extent of dupli- 
cation and relative effective- 
ness,” he said. “Thus far, they 
have consistantly refused to 
meet that challenge.” 

“IT am now again issuing that 
challenge,” he said. 

He was asked whether the Con- 
gress is duplicating the work of 
any other defense group and said, 
“I answer with a categorical and 
emphatic no.” 

Dr. Petegorsky then repeated 
the claim that it was the Con- 
gress that pioneered in fighting 
discrimination on a broad _ all- 
citizen level and by use of law, 
as well as in world wide political 
action. 

He charged again that the 
AJCommittee and the ADL 
fought those techniques bitterly 
“until the success of these ap- 
proaches had been so unanswer- 
ably demonstrated that other or- 
ganizations began trying to do 
the same thing.” 

Discussing the multi- million 
dollar total budget sought for 
1949 hate-fighting, he said that he 
thought that $4,000,000 for all 
national organizations in the field 
equitably distributed is enough 
for the defense of the Jewish 
community. 

He emphasized the “equitably 
distributed.” 

“The trouble is that. the funds 
are being distributed by the lo- 
cal federations in an utterly 
unjust and _ disproportionate 
fashion without any serious 


attempt at any evaluation of 
the effectiveness of the pro-

He offered an oblique comment 
on the kind of defense work 
which he regarded as a waste of 
Jewish public contributions, this 
way: 

“I do not consider that the

tage.”

Bertrand Russell Caught 
In Jewish Crossfire 


Poor Bertrand Russell! In a 
recent book, “The History of 
Western Philosophy,” he wrote 
that Maimonides had been the 
target of bitter rabbinical at- 
tacks and that his works were 
condemned by Jews before a 
Christian court. These remarks 
aroused the ire of Rabbi Joseph 
Litwin, a writer for the London 
Hebrew-English quarterly, “The 
Gates of Zion.” The people who 
attacked Maimonides were “ig- 
norant fanatics,” wrote Litwin, 
adding that Russell should have 
given a bit more space in his 
book to Jewish philosophy. 


Replied Russell: “I do not won- 
der that the unbearable suffer- 
ings of the Jews since 1933 has 
evoked in them hysterical feel- 
ings, but it is disappointing that 
it should take the form of hos- 
tility to their warmest friends. 
I was a pacifist in the First 
World War, but not in the sec- 
ond one; my revulsion against 
the anti-semitism of the Nazis 
was one of the chief reasons for 
that change ... As for Maimon- 
ides, what I wrote about him I 
took from sources regarded as 
authoritative. If it is false, I 
will gladly correct it... It may 
be true that I devoted too little 
space to Jewish philosophy. If 
that be so, it is only because of 
my ignorance of the Hebrew lan- 
guage, something I regret very 
much.”

Litwin. Of course, he did not 
mean to call Russell an anti- 
semite, but “his reply reminds 
us of the alibis of outspoken 
antisemites.” And if Mr, Rus- 
sell can’t read Hebrew, scolds 
Litwin, he should have con- 
sulted a Jewish encyclopedia.

H. Brickner of Cleveland, urging 
consideration of a new Zionist 
party, as carried in The Post last 
week, The Post presents this 
week the text of Rabbi Brickner’s 
statement. 

By Rabbi Barnett R. Brickner 

I have a question and a chal- 
lenge for American Zionists who 
think of themselves as liberals. 

The question: Do any of the 
Zionist parties in the United 
States really reflect your point of 
view with regard to the direction 
which you believe the State of Is- 
rael ought to take? 

The challenge: Let’s get to- 
gether and fashion a party of 
our own and thus give to the 
Jewish republic the ideological 
support which it needs in the 
United States and in World 
Zionist affairs. 

This call is based upon a num- 
ber of premises, which I invite 
you to examine: 

1. Zionism as a movement is 
not liquidated, despite the happy 
establishment of the Jewish 


state. First of all, the govern- 
ment is still in its infancy. Sec- 
ondly, that government badly 


needs the buttressing which 
friendly champions in chutz la- 
eretz can provide. 

2. The State of Israel is the 
instrument for the fulfillment of 
prophetic Judaism. In that un- 
folding drama every Jew has a 
role and a stake. It is absurd to 
say that non-Israeli Jews need no 
longer be concerned with the 
character of the Yishuv. The cry 
of “dual allegiances”, whether 
raised by ohabei Yisroel or sonay 
Yisroel is, of course, irrelevant 
and misleading. Once and for all, 
let it be clearly understood that 
chutz la-eretz Zionism does not 
contemplate interference in the 
internal affairs of the Jewish 
state nor does it discolor the 
brightness of one’s American pa- 
triotism. But there can be no 
doubt that American Jews have 
a deep-seated interest in the ethi- 
cal- sociological development of 
the Jewish state, and, further- 
more, have the right of exerting 
whatever non-political influence 
possible upon the spiritual and 
philosophical course which it 
adopts. For are not American 
Jews affected by what goes and 
what will go on in Israel? Should 
the government, chalilah, turn 
fascismward or communism- 
ward, would we not here feel the 
repercussions of such divaga- 
ts»ns from the pristine ideology of 
the Zionist dream? That dream, 
which traces back to the preach- 
ment of the prophets, is some- 
thing which all Jews everywhere 
have in common. Hence, our re- 
lationship with the yishuv must 
ever be a close one. They are but 
another branch of our family, 
and we ‘are one another’s spir- 
itual keepers. 

3. None of the existing Zionist 
groups offer ideological shelter to 
the Americon Zionist who favors 
a liberal orientation. The Z.O.A. 
despite the public lip service of 
its leaders and its yeh-yeh policy 
toward the Pittsburgh Platform 
of 1918, is the bulwark of general 
Zionism. And general Zionism is 
generally conservative, and must 
remain so, hitched as it is to the 
Confederation of General Zion- 
ists. Its counterpart in Israel is 
one of the most minuscule politi- 
eal parties within the Jewish 
state, a party which is in open 
opposition to the Mapai. If one 
is dissatisfied with the political 
flavor of the Z.0O.A., where is one 
to go? Some of my friends, nota- 
bly Rabbi James Heller, have 
tried to solve this quandary by 
going into Labor Zionism. But 
the L.Z.0.A. (the Poalei Zion)

has a_ unequivocally 
platform, and here too the libera} 
who is not committed to outright 
socialism is not at home. For the 
Zionist, then, who is eager to 
support the laborite views of the 
Histadruth and the Mapai who 
thinks that Ben Gurion, Shertok, 
et al have the correct key to Is. 
rael’s welfare, but is not ready 
to subscribe to a socialist doc 
trine, the dilemma is a real one, 
Nor does the Committee of Pro. 
gressive Zionism offer a sanctu- 
ary for the liberal who is left of 
the Z.O.A. but right of the 
L.Z.O.A. For the C.P.Z. is doomed 
to wage a Sisyphean struggle 
within the ranks of the Z.O.A. It 
is futile to expect victory in that 
struggle, not only because of the 
rightest complexion of the per.

hitched to the conservative Con- 
federation of General Zionists, 


4. Hence, the only recourse 


that remains for those Zionists 


whose political orientation can 
be said to be comparable to the 
American New Dealers is the es. 
tablishment of an entireiy new 
party, and the promulgation of 
a platform in harmony with their 
own views. This party should 
commit itself to the support of 
the Mapai and the Histadrut, 
Such a platform would support 
the proposed constitutional ae 
cent on Prophetic Judaism, plus 
a party that would seek to im. 
plement its principles on the 
basis of encouraging both free 
enterprise and collective enter. 
prise, and work out the way be 
tween liberty and economic se. 
curity, which is the chaHenge 
that Democracy faces every- 
where—in the U.S.A. as well as 
in Israel. Such an American Zion- 
ist party would find its alignment 
with the labor groups in the 
World Zionist Organization and 
should be a source of strength 
to the present political leadership 
in Israel. Even as Henry Wallace 
jarred Harry Truman leftward 
when he refused to be absorbed 
or silenced by the regular Dem- 
ocrats and waged an indepen: 
dent campaign of his own, so 
shall we, outside of the Z.O.A,, 
establish our own councils, speak 
our own views, and thus exert 
also a liberalizing influence upon 
Americans and World Zionism,

In issuing this call, I am cer. 
tain that I articulate the feelings 
of many others who are tired of 
wandering about in the alien corn 
of existing Zionist groups. If my 
hunch is correct, let us who 
share the sentiments herein 
stated, come together. Let us con- 
voke a meeting, establish an or- 
ganization, sell shkalim, and 
make our ideology something to 
be reckoned with in the World 
Zionist Congress. 

I shall be glad to hear from 
those sympathetic with this idea,

David Nussbaum, Overseas 
News Agency reporter who 
made a trip on one of the 
three ships carrying DPs to the 
U.S. since the law became ef- 
fective, charged that many of 
the passengers had expressed 
openly anti-Semitic sentiments. 
Nussbaum was severely criti- 

cized by Catholic correspondents 
on board the same ship. 
Not Invited 

Ustasiewski said that the wo- 
man, Miss Sophie Galas of Kra- 
kow, Poland, was not an invited 
speaker but came as a guest of 
the post auxiliary. He said she 
was introduced as a speaker at 
the insistence of the auxiliary. 

The incident was brought to 
the attention of the New England 
regional office of the Anti-Defam- 
ation League, which is continuing 
an investigation, the weekly said. 

Members of the Lynn Jewish 
War Veterans, who came as 
guests at the meeting, reported 
the speech to the ADL office.

NEW YORK—(JTA)—A Latvian refugee, Theodor Daniloff, 
who was charged by a HIAS representative with being a former 
Gestapo officer who tortured Jews in a Nazi concentration camp, 
was detained by U. S. immigration authorities at Ellis Island. 
He was one of the 549 displaced persons who arrived here this 
week on the Marine Flasher from Germany, under the DP immi- 


gration law. 


Simon Mirkin, the HIAS representative, was himself a vic- 
tim of Daniloff. He told immigration officials that Daniloff beat 
him and, using a lighted cigarette, burned him in a concentration 


camp in Riga, during the Nazi 


occupation of Latvia, in an at- 


tempt to make him turn informant against Jews imprisoned in 
the camp. After the war, Mirkin worked for HIAS in Germany 
and entered the United States two years ago. He serves as a 
HIAS reception official for newly-arriving DP’s. 

When the Marine Flasher docked this week, Mirkin spotted 
Danloff aboard the ship. He recognized him as his former tor- 
mentor and reported him to the U. S. immigration officials, who 
transferred Daniloff and his family to Ellis Island pending an in- 
vestigation. Daniloff became an UNRRA official after Germany 


surrendered.

Appeal. 

Jacob Sher, Federation presi- 
dent, said the goal for the 1949 
drive will be set at a meeting of 
the Board of Governors next 
month, presumably after the 1949 
quota setting meeting of the UJA 
in Atlantic City, slated for Jan. 
12-14. 

The goal for 1948 was $1,489,- 
925 and before the drive was 
over, the fast-growing Miami 
Jewish community subscribed 
nearly $1,525,000. 

Sher said that in its first year 
in 1939, the Federation raised 
$82,745 from 1,631 donors. In 
the 1938 campaign more than 
8,000 persons made contribu- 
tions, he said. 

He said a community plan- 
ning committee of the federation, 
under the chairmanship of Stan- 
ley C. Myers is conducting a study 
of the composition, growth and 
needs of the Greater Miami Jew- 
ish community. 

He said the study will be the 
basis for a five-year building 
fund plan.

LOCAL COMMUNAL SPENDING 
MUST AVOID PRE-WAR SPREES 


BY CARL ALPERT 

OR more than ten years fund-raising for overseas projects in 

Europe and Palestine has been given absolute priority over 
all other fund-raising for domestic needs. While there has never 
been a cessation of drives for local communal agencies and insti- 
tutions, the appeal of such agencies has always been subordinated 
to the more dramatic, and indeed, more immediate requirements 
of Jews overseas. Where joint fund-raising has been the local 
custom, the domestic causes were not only eclipsed in the publicity 

of the drive, but frequently reduced proportionately in the decis- 
ions of the allocations committee. Independent drives for neigh- 
borhood purposes have been few and far between. 

Straws in the wind appear to indicate that American Jewry 
is now undergoing a change of heart with respect to the object 
of its financial support. On the one hand, it is almost common 
knowledge that the liquidation of the problem of the Jewish DPs in 
Europe will be achieved in a period of time which might well be 
measured in months, rather than years. And the second great 
appeal to the hearts and consciences of American Jewry. Palestine, 
is also entering a new phase. It woud be tragically short-sighted 
were support to be withdrawn from the infant state of Israel and 
from its people in the crucial days which lie ahead, but it is never- 
theless true that the achievement of Statehood has given the Yishuv 
a status, a dignity, a nobility, which takes it out of the class 
of “philanthropy.” If the trend of public interest in Israel is cor- 
rectly perceived, there will be a great difference between the 
emergency-type aid of the past, and the economic ventures of the fu- 
ture, 





WITH THE DIMUNITION OF THE APPEAL, and apparently 
of the dire need abroad, local causes will at last have an opportunity 
to make themselves heard. I spoke earlier of straws in the wind. Sev- 
eral weeks ago the board of directors of the Hartford Jewish Fed- 
eration voted unanimously to postpone the annual Federation Drive 
for Overseas, National and local needs so that the present Capital 
Fund campaign for $2,500,000 for the Mt. Sinai hospital, the Jewish 
Community Center and the Hebrew Home for Aged can proceed 
to completion. 

Two weeks ago the Springfield, Mass., Jewish Weekly 
NEWS published a letter from a reader who commented that 
in his recent solicitation of funds in behalf of Israel and Eu- 
rope he was asked by many contributors: “When will the lead- 
ers of our community stop putting off our own needs here 
in Springfield? When will they realize that charity begins at 
home and that here locally since 1938 we are in a rut as far 
as progress is concerned?” 

There can be little doubt that we are reaching the turning 
point. It is earnestly hoped, however, that the release of funds 
and energy and rsources and manpower for local needs will not 
result in reckless expansion and construction merely for the sake 
of piling brick on brick. Community needs must be carefully 
weighted and studied. Precedence and preference should be given 
those enterprises, at the outset, which will serve the greater pur- 
pose in the community. 

Every effort should be made to prevent the creation of projects 
which will eventually become white elephants and perpetual drains 
upon the community’s resources. Many of us still have memories 
of such institutions erected in the lush days of the 1920s by small 
committees which, when the going became difficult, dumped the 
responsibility in the lap of the organized community with the 
plea that local Jewry couldn’t afford to let the bank take over.

PROJECTS MUST BE WEIGHED with an eye to their long-time 
utility; with an eye to the wisest use of the funds available. Ex- 
travagant decorations and expensive luxuries may seem within reach 
at the moment, but responsible leaders must determine the costs of 
maintenance a few years hence during a period of receding economy. 
I am sure there are going to be community centers which will 
spend $30,000 or more on swimming pools, but which will provide 
hardly a penny for a library. 

We have need of a good sense of proportion and of a basie 
sense of values. May our wiser leaders exercise the proper re- 
straint to prevent their communities from embarking on ill-planned 
spending sprees in the new era which is now opening before us,

3 Ibs. fish, whole or sliced 2 tbsps. butter 
hot water to cover 2 tbsps. almonds, ground fine 
salt 1 lemon, sliced 
celery and parsley yolks of 2 eggs 
celery and parsley root, diced 1 tbsp. cold water 
1 large onion, sliced 12 peppercorns 


‘Sprinkle fish well with salt inside and out, and let stand in refrig-

AMAZING THINGS HAPPEN 
WHEN A JEW CHANGES HIS NAME

THOUGHT-PROVOKING incident on changing names was 
brought to my attention not long ago. This is the story as it 
was told to me: 

Following the lead of a Jewish student who decided to shorten 
his name, a veritable epidemic of name changes occurred at a 
certain university. Among the boys who made the change was one 
whose surname was quite unattractive. He was a 
typical anti-Semitic Jew, hating himself and 
ashamed of his people. 

With the change in his name came a remarkable 
metamorphosis. The young man not only threw off 
his self-hate but became a positive Jew. As the 
person who told me this episode explained enthu- 
siastically, “now when he makes new acquaintances, 
he makes it very clear at the outset that he is Jew- 
ish and if they don’t like it, they can go fly a kite.”

Your comment also interested 
me because you indicate a cur- 
ious lack of familiarity with the 
sponsor of the National Jewish 
Book Council. I have always re- 
garded you as one of the best in- 
formed men in American-Jewish 
life and I was therefore, startled 
to read your statement, “who- 
ever is behind the celebration 
this year’—as though the cele- 
bration had a different sponsor 
every year. But this time, you 
rertainly ought to know that the 
Jewish Book Council is sponsored 
by the National Jewish Welfare 
Board. 

Your statement also concerned 
me because you, yourself, in your 
own publications have been con- 
siderably niggardly in helping to 
promote interest and participa- 
tion in Jewish Book Month. I re- 
call only a scattered few items 
about Jewish Book Month in The 
Post this year. 

Other English-Jewish publi- 
cations, both local and national, 
have done much better.

My contention is that Jewish 
Book Month is not really reach- 
ing the Jewish Community. It 
makes no impact whatsoever on 
the average American Jew. and 
to me that makes it almost use- 
less. I say almost useless, be- 
cause I hold the National Con- 
ference of Jews and Christians 
in that same light, although I 
wouldn’t for a moment say that 
the NCCJ should be disbanded. 


So I said ‘that what is needed 
is someone with imagination and

Yet again I say I wouldn’t for 
a moment suggest that the Jew- 
ish community dispense with 
Jewish Book Month. What I did 
intend to convey was that we 
should not allow ourselves to be 
lulled into thinking that we're 
making real inroads into the 
apathy of Jewish masses on Jew- 
ish books when such and such a 
number of displays are held, and 
so and so many lectures before 
Jewish groups are held, ete. 


Ausirian Jews Hit 
Arms Ring Charges 


VIENNA — (JTA) — Austrian 
Jewish leaders this week lodged 
a formal protest against charges 
made by Interior Minister Oskar 
Helmer that displaced persons 
in Austria using funds allegedly 
derived from black market oper- 
ations have been purchasing 
arms and sending them to Israel 
under the protection of Soviet oc- 
cupation authorities. 

Following a meeting of all 
Austrian Jewish organizations, 
including the Zionist Federation 
of Austria,'a delegation went to 
the office of the Interior Minister 
to protest against the “insinua- 
tion, whose obvious anti-Semitic 
tendency is causing alarm among 
the Jewish population in Aus- 
tria.” 

Leaders of the Austrian Jewish 
community asserted that no Jew- 
ish group in the country had pur- 
chased arms to be smuggled into 
Israel. Israeli representative to 
Austria, Kurt Lewin, is expected 
to arrive here shortly to confer 
with Helmer on the entire sit- 
uation. 











First Jew Named 
To Argentine House 
BUENOS AIRES — (JTA) — 
Moises Lebensohn, a leader of 
the Argentine Radical Party, has 
been elected a member of the 
Constituent Assembly. It will be 
the first time since the Argentine 
Parliament was dissolved, fol- 
lowing the revolution of June 4, 
1943, that a Jew has become a 
member of the country’s highest 
legislative body. 
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Critical Decision On 1949 U.J.A. 


HE decision on the quota for the 1949 

United Jewish Appeal is going to be one 
of the most difficult ever to be made by that 
agency’s supporters. 

Shall the $250,000,000 1948 quota be retained 
for next year? Or shall a quota of $300,000,000 
or $400,000,000 be adopted? Any of these quotas 
will not be totally adequate, and yet barring 
some Stirring situation which wrenches the 
heart of the American Jewish community, none 
of these will be realized. 

This year about $160,000,000 will have been 
raised when the final figures are in. This is a 
remarkable quota for 1948, considering all the 
circumstances, and yet of course that sum is 
inadequate in every respect. 

This is about a $30,-40,000,000 increase over 
1947, and bore out the prediction of many as- 
tute fund-raisers that in 1948 an amount would 
be raised about equal to the 1947 goal, which 
was $170,000,000. 

Many predictions for 1949 are under the $100,- 
000,000 mark. These same dolorous predictions 
are made every year about this time. 

This is what will make the quota-setting 


session at Atlantic City next month the most 
trying of any recent year. Last year, it will be 
recalled that, in order to get the quota set at 
$250,000,000 Henry Montor had to threaten to 
resign. 

The United Jewish Appeal has already an. 
nounced what its needs will be for 1949. It is 
a sum larger than the 1948 quota, a quota 
which of course was not realized. Obviously;*the 
needs of the Joint Distribution Committee will 
be somewhere in the neighborhood of that of 
the UPA, so that the total needs for 1949 is 
around a half billion dollars. 

How then will it be possible to reconcile that 
need with the amount that realistically can be 
expected from the American Jewish commu- 
nity? 

The Atlantic City sessions are of extra im- 
portance then. It would be helpful to the dele. 
gates.and to the total Jewish community, if be- 
fore that meeting some discussions on the prob- 
lem could be broadcast. It is true that the fund. 
raising leadership will be at Atlantic City, but 
the decision is critical enough to need the com- 
bined thinking of as many people as possible. 


The Future of The ZOA 


ABBI Barnett Brickner’s call for a new 
R Zionist alignment in the United States and 
the article by David Petegorsky in the Con- 
gress Weekly both fit into the same pattern. 
They attempt to re-think the position of Zion- 
ism in the U. S. now that the Jewish State is 
a fact. 

But The Post finds itself in disagreement 
with both viewpoints. 

Ideologically, The Post could go along with 
Rabbi Brickner but his appeal will elicit little 
reaction other than to set many people to 
thinking about the problem, a salutary effect, 
to be sure. Yet the proposal otherwise is prob- 
ably premature by several years. 

Dr. Petegorsky’s viewpoint, The Post be- 
lieves, is utterly unrealistic. The Post repeats 
its own editorial conviction that those who 


have ideological differences with the Zionist 
Organization of America may now safely lend 
their support to the Mizrachi, or the Labor 
Zionists, or other Zionist bodies with specific 
aims. This is true because the ZOA will no 
longer need the strength in numbers that 
made its voice hear in the political councils. 

Our own analysis follows the lines of such 
thinkers as M. Z. Frank, who believe that the 
ZOA will soon fall apart for lack of a pro- 
gram. Under the leadership of men like Rabbi 
Abba Hillel Silver, that day could be post- 
poned, Yet even he will see a dwindling organ- 
ization unless a program of action—a concrete 
program with visible results either for Israel 
or for the American Jewish community—can 
be implemented forthwith. 


Not The Jewish Center, But The Synagogue 


R. Mordecai M. Kaplan who in no little re- 

spect has been the architect of the Ameri- 

can Jewish community has an edifying discus- 

sion of the developing American Judaism in the 
November 26 issue of The Reconstructionist. 

Dr. Kaplan says it will require a synthesis of 
the synagogue, the school and the community 
center, “to culminate in the birth of an Ameri- 
can Judaism.” 

Dr. Kaplan reasons that it will be the commu- 
nity center under the direction of the National 
Jewish Welfare Board which will bring about 
the “communal unity in this country” which 
will lead to the emergence of an American 
Judaism. 

The Post disagrees with this conclusion. The 
Jewish Welfare Board might well be the cata- 
lytic agent that will hasten the arrival of the 
American Judaism, but it will be only one fac- 
tor in that development, and probably not even 
an important factor. The heyday of the Jewish 
center is passed. The new day is that of the 
synagogue, and it is as inevitable as is the 
emergence of an American type of Judaism. 

Let the scope and the leadership of the Jew- 
ish Welfare Board be enlarged as Dr. Kaplan 
envisages, so that it becomes the instrument 
“for the establishment of Jewish communities 
throughout the length and breadth of this land.” 
But the Jewish center will never, never elicit 
the loyalty of the same degree as the syna- 
gogue. 

The Jewish communities Dr. Kaplan discusses 
are being established and have been established, 
and all without so much as a nod in the direc- 


tion of the JWB. True these are not the type 
of communities that Dr. Kaplan envisages, but 
they are the beginnings. And they will mature 
as quickly as the American Judaism develops 
and the one will come of age with the other. 
They are concomitant developments, and the 
one will not emerge without the other. 

Dr. Kaplan is more realistic when he says 
that the “first step in that direction must be 
the amalgamation of the synagogue, the schools 
and the centers.” But the synagogues will not 
merge into the centers; it will be the centers 
who will give up their identity and become 
part of the movement of the synagogue towards 
primacy in American Jewish life. 

As a rabbi, Dr. Kaplan is so close to the pres- 
ent-day poverty in religious life in the Ameri- 
can Jewish community that he may be too 
prone to turn over to a secular agency, albeit a 
very benign and a very efficient and well di- 
rected one, what is primarily a religious move- 
ment and in the last analysis a movement in 
which the total Jewish community will partici- 
pate. 

In other words, instead of a step by step de- 
velopment directed from above by this action 
and this move, American Judaism will and must 
become a mass movement, and as such The Post 
sees it emerging into a pattern of religious life 
for the American Jewish community which 
will be at once creative and indigenous, and 
embody all the survival elements that have en- 
abled Jewish communities of other lands to 
live and be fruitful in environments almost 
wholly non-Jewish,

JANOWSKY SAYS HE WAS MISQUOTED 
ON DETROIT TALK; PROOF INVITED 


Editor, National Jewish Post: 

I want to thank you for featur- 
ing in the National Jewish Post 
of November 19, 1948 some of 
the remarks I made before the 
Mid-West Section of the National 
Jewish Welfare Board. Your re- 
port, however, contains several 
inaccuracies. I am aware of the 
difficulties of reporting and do 
not, as a rule, register protests. 
But Rabbi Elmer Berger, Execu- 
tive Director of the Council for 
Judaism, was at my throat (figur- 
atively speaking) before I could 
catch my breath and before he 
could get the facts; and this time, 
he really has a grievance. Your 
report ascribes to me something 
which is not correct and which 
I did not say. May I therefore 
request that you take note of 
the following inaccuracies? 

1. The passages in quotation 
marks frequently do not repre- 
sent the expressions I used. For 
example, the characteristics of 
Jewish organized life in America 
as a “crazy-quilt pattern of du- 
plication, confusion and interne- 
cine warfare” is an effective one. 
But this phrase was not mine. 

2. I did not “rap” Dr. Gideonse 
for “siding with the Council.” I 
merely analyzed his views on the 
Palestine question and found 
them unacceptable. 

3. I did not say that the Coun- 
cil for Judaism favored the Ber- 
nadotte Plan. In fact, I referred 
to the Council in another con- 
nection and only casually. The 
Council as an organization did 
not concern me. I was speaking 
of points of view held by Ameri- 
can Jews. One view, I said, was 
held “by a relatively small but 
important group of American 
Jews”, and I referred to such 
people as “the opponents of the 
Jewish State.” I believe that the 
Council has much to atone for, 
but the Bernadotte Plan has not 
been one of its lapses, and it is 
only just that the correction be 
made.., 

Finally, the characterization of 
my address as a “sharp attack” 
is, I think, unfortunate. I don’t 
attack. I try to analyize and rea- 
son,

Shanghai Looting 
Of DPs Staris 


SHANGHAI—(JTA) — Nation- 
alist soldiers here this week loot- 
ed homes of displaced persons in 
this city. Troops, who were 
watched by military police who 
made no attempt to halt them, 
first wrecked a cafe and then 
broke into premises where the 
refugees live and stole money, 
clothing and other valuables. 

The fear that a pogrom will 
occur in Shanghai in the interval 
following the Chinese National- 
ists’ withdrawal and the restora- 
tion of order by the pursuing 
armed forces of the Chinese Com- 
munists is growing along the 
Jewish refugees here. 

The transition period is said 
to hold very dangerous possibili- 
ties for Jewish and other dis- 
placed persons in the city. 


Hungarian Jews Flee 
Across Snow, Ice 

VIENNA—(JTA)—After mak- 
ing their way through snow: 
covered fields and frozen rivers, 
a group of about 50 Hungarian 
Jews reached the Austrian fron- 
tier this week. Some of them 
crossed into the British zone 
while others proceeded to Vienna. 

The number of non-Jews flea 
ing from Hungary has also bee 
increasing recently. Most of th 
Jewish and non-Jewish refugees 
report that they made about 40 
miles on foot in deep snow, 
helped by professional guides to 
whom they paid large sums of 
money to bring them to the Aus- 
trian border.

Conversion Of Jews Now Duty Of U.S. Catholics, Says Convert 


NEW YORK-—A Jewish convert to Catholicism be- 
lieves that with the shift of the focus of world Jewry 
to the United States, it is the obligation of American 
Catholics to begin a major effort “to bring Christ to 


the Jews.” 


The proposal is outlined in a study, “The Apos- 
tolate to the Jews,” by the Rev. John M. Oester- 
reicher, published by the Society for the Propaga- 
tion of the Faith and the Missionary Union of the 


Clergy. 


Rev. Oesterreicher became converted to Catholi- 
cism when he was a medica] student. He is now as- 
sistant at the Church of the Assumption in New York 
and research professor of Sacred Theology at Man- 


hattanville College of the Sacred Heart.

“Five million Jews, that is almost half of all the 
Jews, live in this country,” the study declares. “Thus, 
the focus of Jewish life has shifted from the Old 
World to the New, and the burden of bringing the

The study reviews efforts to convert Jews, noting 
that a new approach was tried in the early 13th cen- 
tury: when the Dominican church in England estab- 


The study noted that other such houses were 
founded in Europe and that great honors often 
were conferred on apostates “to show them the 


welcome of the Mother Church, and to draw those 
still undecided.” 

The convert said that the Catholic effort in this 
country to convert Jews “unfortunately cannot com- 
pare with that of the Protestant.” F 

He did not outline any specific details, remarking 
that “the scope of such an undertaking can here but 
be suggested. It would provide the intellectual basis 
for our apostolic efforts, and encourage research and 
publication. In due time, an Institute of St. Peter 
could issue a review, at once learned and lively, 
where scholars could present their findings and 
problems relating to the Church and Israel could be 
discussed.” 





Minn. Ban On Weddings Outside Home, Synagogue 


Rapped By Columnist As Authoritarianism 


MILWAUKEE, Wis.—The action of the Min- 
nesota Rabbinical Association in deciding not to 
officiate at weddings outside the home or syna- 
gogue was criticized this week as ‘“‘smacking 
of authoritarianism” by an Anglo-Jewish col- 
umnist. 

B. C. Tousman, in his “I May Be Wrong” 
column in the Wisconsin Jewish CHRONI- 
cle, said that the ruling “will have a negative 
effect. Many couples will be driven to the 
justice of the peace, thus alienating them 
from the house of Israel during the most im- 
portant ceremony of their lives.” 

Tousman agreed that the home and syna- 
gogue were appropriate places but said he did 
not think they were the only places and that 
the spirit of the ceremony was more important 
than the place. 

“What I dislike most about the Minnesota 
action is that it smaks.of authoritarianism,” 
_ Tousman wrote. “In a free society such as ours 
the citizen has a right to conform or not to 
conform to religious practices, as he sees fit. 
When rabbis, or other members of the clergy 
ciamentos, they are stepping on personal toes.” 

Tousman did not deal directly with the point 
that couples may obtain valid marriages by 
civil means and that when they ask religious 
rites, they automatically come under religious 
regulations, 


mitting that “in a free society, rabbis also 
have rights. If the individual refuses to 
abide by their suggestions, then why can’t 
the rabbis withold their services? In this case, 
why can’t they refuse to officiate at weddings 
outside the home or synagogue? 


Tousman said this argument sounded very 
reasonable but “it has one great flaw. Rab- 
bis are not completely free agents. They 
are semi-public servants, hired by their con- 
gregations and subject partially to the will 
of the community at large.” 


“That may seem like a very humiliating po- 
sion, but actually it is not. For, in being de- 
prived of enforcement powers, they gain pro- 
portionately in moral authority. They rise 
above and beyond the position of mere police- 
men and their words are heeded with great 
respect. When they cease preaching and start 
laying down the law, they become ordinary 
laymen whose words have a lesser effect.” 

He said the Minnesota rabbis should have 
directed their fire at the wastefulness and os- 
tention of many Jewish weddings. 

“In this matter, it seems to me, they missed 
the opportunity of voicing a needed admoni- 
tioin, which would meet with general approv- 
al,” he said. “Instead, they got unnecessarily 
legalistic and came through with an edict 
which is bound to meet with strong opposition.”

In End of Conference 

NEW YORK — (NJP) — The 
Jewish National Workers Al- 
liance warned this week that the 
end of the American Jewish Con- 
ference, scheduled to die this Fri- 
day, will mean more con‘usion 
and duplication in American Jew- 
ish communal life.

IRO Transport of DPs 


MONTREAL — (JTA) — The 
Canadian Jewish Congress an- 
nounced it has made representa- 
tions to the Federal Government 
to instruct Canadian representa- 
tives on the executive committee 
of the International Refugee Or- 
ganization to insist that the IRO 
pay for the transportation of all 
displaced Jews to Israel. 


The Congress pointed out that 
under the terms of its constitu- 
tion, the I.R.O. is obliged to pay 
the transp6rtation costs of dis- 
placed persons to various coun- 
tries but, since the establishment 
of Israel, the UN relief agency 
has suspended sponsorship of 
refugees going to the Jewish 
state. The cost of the DP’s trans- 
portation—amounting to $1,500,- 
000 per month—is being met by 
the Joint Distribution Committee.

Community Talks About Sanctions 





British Jewry Fearful Of Impact 
Of Public Scandal Involving Jews

LONDON-—Britain has just gone through one of its greatest 


public scandals in decades with 


the Parliamentary inquiry into 


alleged bribery of government officials and ministers. The day-to-day 
proceeding of the Lynsky ‘Tribunal of Inquiry received top priority 


in most of the press, with some newspapers devoting as much as 


20 percent of their space to the 
story. One important minister, 
John Belcher, the Parliamentary 
Secretary of the Board of Trade, 
resigned and a number of offi- 
cials including Morgan Phillips, 
chairman of the Labor Party, 
have been mentioned during the 
hearings. 

Of particular interest to the 
Jews of Britain, however, is that 
the central character in the entire 
affair is a man named Sidney 
Stanley—a Jew. During the 
course of his testimony and the 
statements of other witnesses in 
the six-week inquiry the names 
of several Jewish associates— 
business and social— were placed 
before the public. 

The British press, never too 
scrupulous in its handling of Jews 
since the outbreak of anti-British 
activity in,Palestine at the end of 
World War IT, unduly emphasized 
the fact that Stanley and other 
figures in the scandal were Jews. 
The most obvious of subterfuges 
were used to stress the religious 
faith of Stanley and some of his 
associates. One news service re- 
ferred to Stanley as taking the 
“Jewish oath” before beginning 
his four-day, fifteen-hour-long 
testimony. Another newspaper 
pointed out that Stanley and 
other witesses, whose reputations 
were not enhanced by testimony, 
took the oath while wearing thei 
hats. 

British Jews Worried 

The role of the British press in 
this case—as in the anti-Jewish 
riots which swept Britain in the 
summer of 1947—was scored by 
organized sectors of British Jew- 
ry. However, there ig no denying 
that the organized communiiy 
was worried by the effect of the 
scandal on the public mind. The 
Board of Deputies of British 
Jews, for instance, discussed the 
possibility of imposing sanctions 
on any member of the Jewish 
community who brings shame to 
it. Although the proposal has not 
progressed beyond the discussion 
stage, it indicates the thinking of 
responsible leaders of the Jewish 
community on the Stanley affair. 


Responsible British leaders too 
were upset by the unjust side 
effects of the public inquiry. In 
the concluding stages of the Par- 
liamentary hearings, the Aitor- 
ney General, Sir Hartley Shaw- 
cross, who was the chicf British 
prosecutor at the Nuremberg 
trials, made specific references to 
the problem. This was the first 
time this troublesome aspect of 
the case had been handled in pub- 
lic by a British official. 

Said Sir Hartley: “There are 
some who think the matters un 
der investigation here, or some 
of them, involved some reflection 
on the Jewish community. That is 
an unfortunate, and I must sub- 
mit, an unjustified impression. 
The position surely is this: If 
one has occasion to examine the 
activities of any particular ndi- 
vidual one usually finds that his 
associates and acquaintances are 
mainly to be found in the same 
eommunity as himself.” 

Shawcross added: “Possibly 
some of the Jews involved were 
not of particularly good repute, 
but that affords no basis or jus- 
tification for an attack on Jews 
generally. They form a valuable 
and integral part of our com- 
munity as a whole, and I think 
that is something which should 


be said.” 
Observers here, however, are 
not sanguine about the likeli- 


hood of Shawcross’ words eras- 
ing the impression created in thy 
mind of the Britsh puble by the 
six-week parade of Jewish witnes- 
ses or non-Jewish witnesses wh» 
implicated Stanley and some ot 
his associates in shady dealings. 
AS has been ponted out, the Brit- 
ish public received a picture of 
rich, conniving Jews attempting 
te bribe or tempt Gentile British 
civil servants and public officials 
to compromise’ their ethical- 
standards. 

It is this impression which is 
likely to be the most damaging 
aspect of the inquiry. The com- 
mission which conducted — the 
hearings has no court powers ant 
cannot punish persons who ma) 
have committed misdeeds. Then. 
too, most of the activities of the 
government Officials ~—s involve 
have been Jabelled indiscretions 
rather than corruption. Stanley 
insisted that his many gifts to 
public figures had no ulterior 
motives, while other testimony 
indicated that Stanley’s promisés 
to private indivduals to “pul! 
strings” for them with govern- 
ment officials were often werth- 
less 

All in-all, it appears that only

Dr. Baeck Say s No. Magih en tete In England: 


tnd of Occupation Wowt Revive Nazism In Germany 


CINCINNATI--Dr. Leo Baeck, world-famous 
leader of Reform Judaism believes there 
little anti-Semitism in Great Britain, that with- 
drawal of occupation forces in Germany will 
not mean a revival of Nazi anti-Semitism and 
that the Irgun hanging of two British sergeants 
has been a major factor in British policy toward 
Israel. 

Dr. Baeck,.former Rabbi of Berlin and now a 
guest professor at the Hebrew Union college, 
expressed those views in an 
interview in a recent issue of 
EVERY FRIDAY. Dr. Edmund 
Landau, associate editor of the 
Anglo-Jewish weekly, obtained 
the interview. 

Dr. Baeck’s statement on the 
future of Jews in Germany 
after withdrawal by occupa- 
tion troops was in sharp con- 
trast with virtually all ob- 
servers reporting on the same 


civilized society.” 

He denied any anti-Jewish mentality in the 
British people, asserting that in his stay in_ 
England he found much “evidence of honesty, 
decency and fairness among the British people. 
There are of course a few-anti-Semites in every 
country in the world, but there is no anti 
Semitism.” 

He traced British policy to the “permanent 
functionaries of the Foreign and Colonial, 
Offices,” to whom friendship with the Mos- 
lem world was the vital consideration. 

Dr. Baeck said that the “outrageous assassin- 
ation of two young and innocent British ser- 
geants” by the Irgun had been a definite factor, 
He said it “had really upset British public opin- 
ion and has prevented public reaction against 
Mr. Bevin’s policy.” 

He dismissed the possibility that Jews now 
behind the iron curtain of Soviet control 
could be counted on as significant elements in 
the total world Jewish scene. 

“European Jewry has lost its influence,” he 
said. “What is happening inside of Russian 
Jewry or the Jewish communities behind the 
iron curtain is an enigma. As long as these con- 
dition prevail, we cannot expect much from 
Jewry in cuca Europe.”

Frau Koch To F ace 


New Trial By Germans 

WASHINGTON — (WNS) — 
Ilse Koch, the notorious. German 
woman whose depravity at the 
Buchenwald death camp gained 
her the appelation “Beast of 
Buchenwald,” will be turned over 
for retrial by the Germans at the 
expiration of the four-year term 
she is now serving. 


Originally Ilse Koch was sen- 
tenced to life by an American 
court in Germany, which found 
her guilty of using human skin 
to make lampshades and other 
house furnishings. When her life 
sentence was later commuted, 
with the consent of General 
Clay, American Commander in 
Germany, because of alleged in- 
sufficient evidence, the incident 
set off a wave of protests cul- 
minating in an investigation by a 
Senate Investigating Committee. 

A three-month study by a Sen- 
ate Investigating sub-committee 
disclosed that the original life 
sentence, later reduced to a four- 
year term, was justified by the 
evidence adduced at her trial. 
The yeport stated that the com- 
mutation was unwarranted by 
the record and criticized the 
Army officials for reducing the 
sentence. 


The committee suggested that 
Koch be brought to trial before 
a United States court on the orig- 
inal charges if such procedure 
did not violate the double jeo- 
pardy rule or else be handed 
over to a German court.
